Montgomery, Alabama, was during 1957 named as president 
of the ^Southern Christian Leadership Conference. The 
purpose of such a conference is to organize a southwide 
register and vote campaign among the Negroes. According 
to the January 31, 1958, issue of the "Atlanta 
Constitution, ’ Atlanta, Georgia, the conference 
announced its plans for a "Crusade for Citizenship" 
designed to double Negro voting registration in the 
south by 1960, 

The February 3, 1958, issue of the "Memphis 

Pres6-Scimi tar , " Memphis, Tennessee, reflected that 
the Regional Council of Negro Leadership had mailed 
letters to officials of 31 counties in Mississippi 
in which "Negroes are 'denied the right to vote and 
register,''’ The article also reflected that the letter 
had been addressed to the sheriffs and the circuit cleri 
It was Indicated that this was the first step in a 
campaign by the organization to Increase the number of 1 
Negro voters in Mississippi by 100,000. The organizati 
allegedly told the clerks and sheriffs that a survey 
showed several methods of Intimidation had been used In 
the 31 counties to kfejr tS#gJft>es from casting votes.

The Director has instructed that memorandum be forwarded 
to the Attorney General, White, and Walsh regarding statements made 
by SAC Lopez that Rev. Martin Luther King was head of a group which 
planned to register at least 100,000 additional colored voters in 
the south in time to vote in November, 1938, and that Clarence Wilkins 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) had furnished information to Governor ColemAn of Mississippi 
and to the Department o i J u s t i c e a 1 1 e g i n g s p e c i f i c 1 n s t&nc e s i n w h i c h 
county officials in 30 counties in Mississippi had denied Negroes the 
opportunity to register because of their race. Lopez further stated 
that two cases had been received at Memphis and this might be a 
forerunner of a large number of similar complaints.

Rev. Martin Luther King is president of the Southern

Information was received that Clarence Mitchell, 
Director of the Washington Bureau of the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People, was 
reportedly furnishing simultaneously to Governor Coleman 
of Mississippi and to the Department of Justice a list 
of instances in which Negroes in 30 counties had been 
denied the right to register solely because of their 
race. It has been noted that this Bureau has to date 
received three requests from the Civil Rights Division 
requesting investigation in three different counties 
in the State of Mississippi based upon information 
originally received by the Civil Rights Division from 
Mr. Ultohell. 

In view of the feeling of the officials and 
people in the states involved as indicated in the 
Webster Parish situation and in light of the announced 
plans of various groups to redouble efforts to increase 
registration Immediately, it would appear any inquiries 
desired should be based upon substantial merit.

In talking to Mr. Lopez today he advised me of a 
situation in the South with respect to possible voting violations 
which I thought might be of interest to you. . 

SAC Lopez advised that Reverend Luthei^King, colored, 
of Montgomery, Alabam a fame, who was active in the recent bus boycott 
movement in that area, has headed a colored organization, exact name 
unrecalled, which has the avowed purpose of registering at least 
100,000 additional colored voters in the South in time to vote in the 
forthcoming elections in November 1958. A meeting for this purpose 
was held sometime ago in Memphis, at which time definite plans were 
made for the registering of colored groups in Mississippi and Tennessee. 
Apparently the group is organizing well in advance of the November 
elections in order to insure maximum registration.

Approximately two months ago Lopez recalls reading a 
statement to the effect that Clarence Wilkins (?) National Secretary of 
the NAACP, was furnishing simultaneously to Governor Coleman of 
Missipsippl, and to the Department of Justice in Washington, an alleged 
list of specific instances wherein county officials in 30 different counties 
in Mississippi had denied negroes opportunity to register solely because 
of their race.

Six white people also attended the meeting. 

Over 500 attended the meeting on October 11, 1960. 
Eight or nine states were represented and some of those in 
attendance were students who had been expelled from colleges 
lor their parts in the ’’sit-in demonstrations.” 1 

Reverend L. D^SCOTT "Sn^ouraged everyone to follow 
in the fooL sLwpy 'of New^GrTeans on the boycotting of super 
markets, etc., wh©r© Negroes are not employed. 

A big drive was put on for money and they were told 
that it was not a donation, but an installment on their freedom. 
Some $400.00 or $500.00 was collected. 

The meeting of October 12, 1960, was similar to the 
above meeting, but lacked the sincerity and enthusiasm that the 
congregation expected. The program centered around raising 
funds to pay fines for students who were convicted for their 
parts in the "sit-in demonstrations” and for Reverend MARTIN L. 
KING’S defense on charges of perjury by the State of Alabama. 

Reverend KING, the keynoter, gave a progress report 
on the Negroes and Jews dating from the Revolution to present 
time. He followed with pleas to register and vote so that 
Negroes might obtain first-class citizenship. 

Over $100.00 was collected during the financial 
appeal and it appeared the money was all they were after. 

It was estimated there were 800 dr 900 present at 
this meeting.

We simply feel the House Un-American 
Activities Committee should not be used to 
thwart integration. We see the rise of 
McCarthyism in the South again because all other 
weapons of the segregationist have failed . 1 


"They both (Braden and Wilkinson) will 
serve one-year jail sentences for contempt of 
Congress because they refused to tell the committee, 
in a 1958 Atlanta hearing, whether they ever have 
been Communists. 


"But they hadn't been in custody for an 
hour Monday afternoon before an announcement 
came that Dr. King, along with 16 other Southern 
integration leaders, had signed a petition 
asking President Kennedy to grant them clemency. 
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An article in the "Atlanta Daily World, " Atlanta, 
Georgia, April 29, 1961, captioned "Annual Youth Day at Mt. 
Pleasant Baptist; Rev. Wyatt T. Walker to be Main Speaker." 

This article sets forth that Reverend WYATT T. WALKER, Executive 
Director of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference, is a 
graduate of the School of Religion, Virginia Union University. 

He also studied at Union Theological Seminary, New York City. 

The article further described WALKER as widely 
travelled in the United States and has been acclaimed as one 
of the most outstanding civil rights personalities of this 
generation . 


On July 22, 1955, Chief of Police W. E. TRAYLOR, 
Petersburg, Virginia, Police Department, furnished a copy of a 
letter mailed to the Negro population of Petersburg. TRAYLOR 
said this letter was furnished to him by City Manager ROY P. 
ASH, who had received it from one of the local Negro citizens. 
It was pointed out that W. TEE WALKER, who signed this letter 
as President of the Virginia Voters League, was also at that 
time Director of Public Relations for the Petersburg Chapter of 
the NAACP. 


This letter is quoted as follows: 

"THE VIRGINIA VOTERS 1 LEAGUE

July 12, 1955 


"Dear Fellow Citizens: 


"The time has come for us to strike and strilce 
hard. Our group is flagrantly being abused by police 
brutality, and victimized by a 'controlled* press. 

The papers carry only what the 'great white fathers' 
tell them; court procedure a travesty; and our city 
welfare diseased with graft. 


"Crying the blues and being hot is not suf- 
ficient. We must act. 


"If your group is interested in doing away with the 
sorry government and politicians of our community, 
we implore you to send three representatives to a 
city-wide meeting of the Virginia Voters' League 
on Wednesday evening, July 27, 1955, at the Gillfield 
Baptist Church. V / 
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"We need Precinct Captains, District Leaders, 
and Block Workers by the dozens. The next billy - 
stick might be broken over your head.

The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, June 16, 
19 ^ 7 . 


An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards of the 
Southern people in accordance with the highest American demo- 
cratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amendment was 
dated April 26, 1946. 


A source, who is familiar with some phases of Communist 
Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised on May 18, i960, 
that during the time the SCHW was in existence. Communist Party 
(CP) members were members of and worked actively in the SCHW. 
However, since the formation of the SCEF, rank and file CP members 
have not been encouraged to work in the SCEF. The source stated 
that the SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization, which he 
considers a CP front organization because it has gone along with 
the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly on the racial 
question, and through the years, certain CP members in the New 
Orleans area have beei\ ,aasigned to work in the organization to 
further CP principles, 


On May 18, i960. 


the source advised that in the past 
he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI, the Executive Director of 
the SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual Communist Party 
member, because he followed communist principles.

With regard to the NCLC, which is the local 
affiliate of the SCL«, Smith stated that there has been 
oialy one instance where he has been suspicious of an 
individual being affilia$>ed with the group as having 
Communist background;,;. He stated that this individual 
is a white student at/George Peabody College for Teachers 
by the name of Ralph^Srankenberg" Restated that 
Prankenberg had participated in one of the non-violent 
demonstrations held at a restaurant in downtown 
Nashville, Tennessee. He stated that Prankenberg had 
also contacted him telephonically and wanted to have a 
conference with him regarding the segregation question 
In Nashville, Tennessee. He stated that something that 
Prankenberg had said with regard to his concern for 
"certain international problems" had indicated to him 
that Prankenberg may possibly have some Communist 
affiliations. He stated that he cannot recall the

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exact nature of the statement made by Prankenberg 
and stated that he has never talked to Prankenberg in 
person so he could not furnish any more specific 
information.

Charles Lebedin is also the owner of Lebs Restaurant which is - b 
located jin dowhtown Atlanta at the corner of Luckie and Forsythe Streets.

Lebedin has advised that if Bellafonte and members of his party attempt to 
obtain service at the Lebs Restaurant, Lebedin will close it. Lebedin has further 
advised that since he merely operates the Kings Inn on a contract basis with 
the Atlanta' Cabana Motel, he will not be able to close the Kings Inn if Bellafonte 
and members of hi s’ j party attempt to obtain service there. He has indicated he

.kickbacks were paid, in connection with this loan. Our investigation did not 
disclose evidence of any pay-off or kickback to the Teamsters Union or 
Pension Fund officials in connection with this loan. This case is now receiving 
grand jury consideration. 

Atlanta has checked all of its Klan and hate group informants and 
they have reported that neither the Klan or hate groups in the area have shown 
any interest whatsoever in Bellafonte's arrival.

Levison advised Mrs. Kuntsler that Jack O'Dell has 
denied any active participation in the CP and offered to resign 
from the SCLC in order to avoid any embarrassment to the 
organization. Levison stated that he believes that Martin 
Luther King and the SCLC are holding the resignation in abeyance 
because they first wanted a conference with the paper carrying (&JL)

CHARACTERIZATION 


A news item in the Pittsburgh Courier , August 17, 1957, 
page 2, titled "New Rights Group Launches in Dixie , " reported 
that SCLC was officially launched at Montgomery, A-Iabama. _at a 
mass meeting attended by over 2,000 persons. Dr. MARTIN LUTHER 
KING, JR. , was named as president. The article stated that 
registration lists compiled at this mass meeting showed persons 
from 12 states and the District of Columbia came it* answer to 
the call of SCLC which had been formed the year before in New 
Orleans . 


Purpose of the conference, according to this news item, 
was to organize a southwide register-and-vote campaign among 
Negroes. A national office was to be set up in Atlanta, Georgia, 
to coordinate the programs of the conference. 
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The article said that funds for the new organization 
would come from church contributions, trade unions, and foundations. 

On June 14, 1962, records of the Secretary of State,

The Secretary of State records showed a certified 
statement for annual registration dated August 23 . ?.961 , which 
''showed the SCLC President to be Dr. MARTIN LUTHER ’LING, JR., 208 
Auburn Avenue, N. E. , Atlanta, Georgia.^ This statement described 
the nature of SCLC business as civic, religious, economic, and 
cultural . 


An undated folder captioned "This Is S CLC” was p ublished 
by SCLC and was obtained on July 20, 1962, by SA< I I This 

folder states that SCLC is not a "membership organization per se." b6 
Affiliate groups and organizations constitute the actual member- ^ 
ship. Individuals belong to the affiliates which are groups 
such as churches, civic organizations, and fraternal groups. The 
minimum affiliate fee is $25 per annum entitling the group 
represented to one voting delegate in all deliberative sessions. 

An affiliate may have as many as five voting delegates 
for a $125 fee but regardless of the amount given five is the 
maximum number of delegates allowed. 

The folder further indicates that making an execution 
of basic policy is the responsibility of the Executive Board, 
geographically representative over the entire south. Of the 
33 board members, 24 are elected by the conference and nine by 
the board. 
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The folder states that SCLC is a nonsectarian agency 
which has the basic aim of achieving full citizenship, equality, 
and the integration of the Negro into all aspects of American 
life through the means of direct nonviolent action. SCLC is 
a service agency to facilitate coordinated action of local 
community groups. SCLC, according to this folder, regards civil 
disobedience as a natural consequence of nonviolence when the 
resistor is confronted by unjust and immoral- laws. An unjust 
law is described as one in which the minority is compelled to 
observe a code which is not binding on the majority. The non- 
violent resistor willingly accepts the penalty for breaking the 



The above mentioned folder titled "Crusade for the 
Ballot" sets forth a list of officers. J. H. O'DELL, which is 
one of HUNTER PITTS O'DELL’s aliases, is listed as a consultant 
on the voter registration field staff.

O’DELL had worked with a group at the Dorchester Community 
Center, McIntosh County, Georgia, from January 15 to 20, 1962, 
structuring a plan for Albany. "This article stated that O'DELL 
? at this SCLC citizenship training session attended by 35 

persons from four states spoke on the importance of organization 
for voter registration. He emphasized that enthusiasm was not 
enough to get the job done but that plans dcwn to the la at detail 
must be well thought out and carefully executed. The article 
described O’DELL’s work as a most useful contribution both in 
his speech and in his informal discussions with individual 
participants .

The Long Island Star Journal carries an article in the 
November 2, 1962, edition captioned "Communist Resigns from Rev. 

This article was datelined Washington and stated 
that Rev. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR., said that JACK H. O’DELL 
v/ho was identified as a Communist in a story in the Star Journal 
on October 26, 1962, had resigned as: .an official of SCLC, KING 
denied knowledge of any previous Communist activities of O’DELL 
and said that O’DELL was never a director of SCLC. KING said that 
O’DELL rejected the implication of the charges made against him 
but in order to avoid embarrassment to SCLC he had tendered 
his resignation.

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KING was quoted as saying, "We have accepted it pending 
further inquiry and qualification." 

According to the article, KING said that SCLC has a 
policy that no person of Communist affiliation can serve on the 
staff, executive board, or its membership at large. 

The November 2, 1962, Long Island Star Journal described 
its October 26, 1962, news story regarding O'DELL pts coming from 
a highly authoritative source. This source stated that O 1 DELL 
operates as a concealed member of the National Committee of the 
Communist Party and that he had been until recently "a regional 
consultant to the SCLC staff. The erticle also reported that 
0 5 DELL had recently been made a director of SCLC.

Confidential Sources advised it was announced 
at a meeting of Klavem #1, U. S. KLANS, KNIGHTS OF THE 
KU KLUX KLAN, INC., at Chattanooga, Tennessee, on Septem- 
ber 17, 1957, that some former leaders of Klavem #1 and 
their close associates had been banished from U. S. KLANS, 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC., during the preceding 
week. 


Sources advised those individuals who were 
banished foiroed a new klan organization known as DIXIE KLANS 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC,, with headquarters in 
Masonic Hall, 2523 Glass Street, East Chattanooga, Tennessee 
A general welfare charter was secured from the State of 
Tennessee on October. 21, 1957, which charter lists some of 
the purposes of the organization as freedom of speech and 
association, rejection of forced Integration, preservation 
of the Constitution of the United States and of Tennessee, 
and preservation of the sovereignty of each state. 


On May 13, 1959, Source stated that the DIXIE 
KLANS, KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, INC., has active ■ 
klavei*ns in Tennessee, Georgia, and Alabama. This Informant 
advised attempts were made to organize klavems of this 
organization in Arkansas, Mississippi Florida, South 
Carolina, and North Carolina, but the attempts at organiza- 
tion in these states have not been successful. 


A Confidential Source advised during the Fall 
of i960 that a "den” of Klavem #1, DK, KKKK, INC., Chatta- 
nooga, consisting of ten members and two alternates, includ- 
ing JACK WILLIAM BROWN, Imperial Wizard (National President) 
of DK, KKKK, INC.; JACK LEON BROWN; Exalted Cyclops of 
Klavem #1, Chattanooga, (the local chapter president) and 
others, all listed as members of Klavem #1, DK, KKKK, INC., 
Chattanooga, during July, August and September, i960, were 
reportedly responsible for five bombings of residences of 
Hamilton County, Tennessee, during July and August, i960. 
Some of these members and alternates of den held closed 
meetings and discussed bombings and other acts of violence.

NATION OP ISLAM 

In January, 1957* a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and "Muhammad' s Temples, of Islam." 

On May 2, 1962, a second source advised:' ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation, of Islam (NOI). 
Muhammad's Temple of Islam Number 2, 5335 South- Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI. In mid-1960, MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD'S organization, on a. nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 



The NOI is an all-Negro organization -which was 
originally organised, in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD- 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the- so-called Negro race out of" slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the. United States. Members following MUHAMMAD 1 S teaching • 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves 
of the white- race, referred to as "white devils," in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be . .. 

destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 

In the past, officials and members of . the:. NOI,-. 

. including- MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared' 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States. 


On May 5 , 1958/ the first source advised MUHAMMAD' - 
had, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and .instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his. 
organization . 


On May 2, 1962, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the -religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes -who joined the NOI, 
This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would help, him 
acquire additional followers and create more interest in his- 
programs . 
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YOUNG SOCIALIST LEAGUE (YSL) 

The March 1, 1954, issue of the "Young Socialist 
Challenge," published as page three of "Labor Action," 
an official publication of the Independent Socialist 
League (ISL), contained an article concerning the 
creation of the YSL, which pointed out that at a unity 
conference occurring February 12-14, 1954, at Labor Action 
Hall, Mew York, New York, a merger occurred between the 
Young People’s Socialist League (YPSL) and the Socialist 
Youth League (SYL) . The new organization was named the 
YSL. 


A confidential informant on June 15, 1954, made 
available the minutes of the YSL’s National Action Committee 
meeting of April 13, 1954, which reflected that one S. 
SITEMAN, " Chairman of SP (Socialist Party) Youth Committee," 
had objected to a statement appearing in "Commerce," a 
New York University journal, which indicated that the YPSL 
merged with the SYL to form the YSL. He explained that 
the YPSL did not merge with anyone, that it continued to 
exist as the youth section of the Socialist Party. He 
explained that a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organization and joined 
the SYL, which he characterized as the youth group of the 
"Trotskyite ISL." He explained that after these few former 
members of the YPSL joined the SYL, the SYL then proceeded 
to change its name for its own purposes. 

On April 9, 1956, another confidential informant 
advised as follows: 

The YSL has frequently worked in close sympathetic 
cooperation with the ISL toward similar objectives, although 
each major issue given mutual consideration is decided upon 
by these organizations individually. The YSL serves as an 
apprenticeship for the ISL, but ISL selection of members from 
YSL ranks is made on an individual and personal basis. In 
many instances YSL members are also members of the ISL, 




The YSL and ISL utilize the same printing house .in New 
York City and the YSL publication is printed as an insert 
in "Labor Action." Frequently, lecturers before the YSL 
are ISL members . 

The September 22, 1958, issue of "Young 
Socialist Challenge," which appeared as page five of 
"Labor Action," contained, an undated statement- from 
the National Actio-n. Committee of the YSL which indicated 
that the YSL had been dissolved. The statement appeared 
under the caption "Join the Young Peoples Socialist League."

The reader can make an 
v assumption in reading both reports that Hunter Pitts O'Dell 
has several aliases; however, it would have been correct 
report writing procedure to have had a source make the 
proper distinctions; 1 Future reports should take this into 
consideration. 

On page 6* of Atlanta report 'reference is made 
in the last paragraph to sources familiar with activities of 
the SCLC without giving a geographical location for their 
. coverage. This could mislead the reader to believe that the 
sources cover a wider range of activities than actually 
exists. Atlanta should furnish appropriate phraseology to 
insert on page 6* to show the limitations of the coverage 
which would place this statement in its proper context. 

On page 3 of. the New York report, the officers 
of the New York Office of the SCLC are listed as of 3/10/61. 

No indication is included that a later attempt was made to 
determine the current. officers. This should be done before 
submitting the next report and appropriate investigation

Until 
a few weeks ago, O'Dell was the regional consultant to the Conference staff of King which ‘j 
has headquarters in Atlanta. He became acting Director recently. Main functions of the V 
staff are to set up voter registration schools, 'work shops * for promotion of civil \ 
rights activities and public meetings. J 

After attending school in New Orleans, La., O'Dell sailed for several years as a sailor ^ 
in the Merchant Marine. In July 1950, however, he was expelled from the National Maritime^ 
Union at Galveston, Texas. The Union took exception to his circulationof pro-Soviet 
' peace ’ petitions attacking the government of the United States. . * 

On April 12, 1956, identifying himself as Hunter Pitts O'Dell, a New Orleansfwaiter, he c. 
testified before a Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee. He invoked the fifth amendment 
and refused to say whether he was a southern district organizer for the Communist ^arty, . ^ 
Robert Morris, counsel for the subcommittee; said information had been received that t- 
O'Dell was in fact, a district organizer for the Communist ^arty in New Orleans; that f 
0 'Dell gave directives to the professional group in that city and that he operated under 
three different names - the other names being John Vesey find Ben Jones. 

It was learned that documents seized at O'Dell's residence in New Orleans by police 
clearly established his key position in the Communist M vement in the South 
On July 30, 1958 identifying himself as Hunter Pitts O^Dell, a Montgomery, Alabama, 
insurance man, he appeared before the House Committee on Un-American Activities inj' 

Atlanta. An Associated Press dispatch reported that quote " O'Dell, tried unsuccessfully 
to turn the hearing into a discussion of mistreatment of negroes in the south. " j 
O'Dell invoked the first and fifth amendments and declined to answer committee ques- 
tions about his communist activities. ) I
